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‘Dealt Illegally* With Captor* 
GI Who Once Chose Reds 
May Be Court-Martialed 


WASHINGTON W—Cpl. Edward 
S Dickenson, a Virginia farm boy 
who changed his mind about stay­ 
ing with the Communists in Korea, 
faces Army charges that he dealt 
illegally with his Red captors to 
get better treatm ent. If tried and 
convicted of one of the charges, 
he could be sentenced to death. 
The Army notified Dickenson of 
the charges last night, then placed 
him under arrest at its Walter 
Reed Hospital here. He has been 
undergoing a 
physical exam ina­ 
tion. 
The 
23-year-old 
soldier 
stands 
accused of unlawfully holding “in­ 
tercourse with the enem y” to get 
“ favorable treatm ent.” The formal 
charges 
say 
his 
activities 
hurt 
other prisoners of war held by the 
Reds. 
Officials explained that the filing 
of these charges—based on accusa­ 
tions by form er fellow prisoners— 
is only a prelim inary action., It 
does not even necessarily mean he 
will be brought to trial.

$1 Million

Standard Oil C o/s

SEATTLE \3 — Fire swept the 
length of Standard Oil Co.’s 1.000- 
foot 
dock 
at 
the 
Point 
Wells 
“ tank farm ,” 13 miles north of 
here early today. Damage was 
estim ated at more than a million 
dollars. 
The blaze was brought under con­ 
trol at 3 a. rn., PST, after threat­ 
ening a huge area of gas, oil and 
fuel oil tanks, one of the largest 
tank farm s on the pacific coast. 
There were no injuries or deaths 
reported. 
The fire started late last night 
after the oil-laden tanker, J. L. 
Hannah, 
smashed into the pier 
while attem pting to dock. 
Sparks ignited oil flowing from 
IO ruptured fuel lines leading from 
storage tanks to the dock. The 
fire, in turn, set off a num ber of 
explosions from 50-gallon drum s of 
fuel oil piled on the pier. G reat 
columns of flame roared 600 to 700 
feet in the sky. 
Asked if the dam age wou d reach 
a million dollars, F. L. Kilbourn, 
m anager of the Standard Oil facil­ 
ities. replied:

Reds’ Molotov 
Arrives For 
Big 4 Parley

Prods West Powers 
To Admit Red China 
To Conference Table 


BERLIN (3—Soviet Foreign Min­ 
ister Vyacheslav M. Molotov ar­ 
rived here today for a Big Four 
m eeting and imm ediately prodded 
the Western powers to admit Red 
China to the conference table if 
they want to speed up the end of 
the cold war. 
Under security protection of thou­ 
sands of troops and secret police, 
the Kremlin’s No. I diplomat came 
to E ast Berlin by plane from Mos­ 
cow’ and declared; 
“ The sooner the Chinese People's 
Republic takes part in negotiations 
over current international ques­ 
tions of the great states, the better 
it 
will 
be—the 
better 
for 
the 
strengthening 
of peace 
between 
peoples.” 
Only a handful of Communist of­ 
ficials of E ast Germ any and other 
Soviet bloc countries heard Molo­ 
tov's statem ent, read at Schoene- 
feld Air Field but it was broadcast 
2xk hours later. He arrived as his 
opposite num bers from the West­ 
ern Big Three conferred on strat- 
tegy for the four-power conference 
opening Monday. The West has 
been cold to the idea of having 
Red China sit in on the present 
meetings. 
The Soviet sector put on the big­ 
gest display of security m easures 
seen here since the visit of Andrei 
Vishinskv, then foreign minister, 
five years ago. 
E ast Germ an troops, in their 
olive drab Russian style uniforms, 
were deployed along the entire 
three-mile stretch from the Soviet 
Em bassy to the giant Stalin Allee 
housing project. Unarmed sentries 
were posted every 500 feet on both 
sides of the avenue from which 
vehicles were barred. 
The Russians have insisted that 
an all-German government m ust 
come before elections. Presum ably 
the Soviets fear they would lose 
control in the East zone in such 
balloting. 
The British feel that a break­ 
down in the Big Four talks would 
increase international tension. To 
that end they have come up with

Problem For Republica nu 


R em em ber the “ me-too” Republicans 
who 
tried to capitalize on the popularity of New 
Deal and F a ir Deal ideas while continuing to 
be Republicans? They’re with us again in new 
circum stances. 
T hey’re the “ I-also” Republicans who now 
are found with the Democratic opponents of 
the Eisenhower administration — the congress­ 
men who are identified with the majority yet 
are likely to be found voting with the minority. 
This is a congressional election year. Voters 
will be deciding political futures on the basis 
of political pasts next November. It is interest­ 
ing to rem em ber what frequently happened to 
“ me-too” Republicans. 
Voters asked to choose between a “ me-too” 
candidate and the real thing frequently chose 
the real thing. It finally becam e Republican 
doctrine that “ me-tooism” was the curse of the 
party. 
It is no secret that m any Republicans think 
the Eisenhower adm inistration has been veering 
toward “ me-tooism” since last January, though 
it was elected in 1952 on a forthright platform 
of opposition to New Dealism and F air Dealism. 
This is the source of the problem created by 
the “ I-also” Republicans who are opposing the 
Eisenhower administration. They are trying to 
keep it in direct opposition to all New Deal 
and F air Deal ideas. They regard themselves 
as the trustees of traditional Republicanism. 
Yet, as they go into a congressional election 
year they will be asking voters in m any cases 
to choose between them and the candidates of 
the official opposition. 
If voters tend to choose the real thing. Repub­ 
lican congressional candidates again will pay 
the penalty for a m ixup in the two-party sys­ 
tem which has given the right wings of both 
parties m ore in common with each other than 
they have with the m em bership of the rest of 
their parties. 


Rep. Burdick Turns Cute 


That was a very witty speech Rep. Usher 
I-. Burdick of North Dakota m ade about the pro­ 
posed raise in congressional pay. Some of his 
uproarious phrases will be used to good ad­ 
vantage by congressional critics in the days 
to come. 
“ Most of us are overpaid.” he said 
“ Fifty 
per cent of the m em bers couldn’t m ake back 
home what they’re getting 
here. 
We 
horse 
around 
for two months getting 
started and 
waste another month finishing up and then we 
take a vacation for four or five m onths.” 
But before taking these curt rem arks at face 
value, a would-be critic of Congress and the 
current proposal for raising congressional pay 
should look at Rep. Burdick. 
He will be 75 next month. He has been in 
Congress with a few interruptions since 1934 
when he was dredged out of obscurity by the 
“ bloodless revolution” of that period. 
He is 
listed as a Republican but is a mugwump. 
Though he started out as a lawyer in 1904, 
he now 
lists himself as a rancher and has 
been a chronic officeholder nearly all his life, 
according to his autobiographical sketch in the 
Congressional Directory. Perhaps he has been 
a good one, perhaps not. The point is inde­ 
term inate. 
It was to be expected that the proposal to 
beef up the pay of congressmen would set off 
sarcastic fireworks. But the fact rem ains that 
even though some congressmen are overpaid 
the good ones are always underpaid—and they’re 
the ones who need to be attracted to public 
service and kept in public service after they’ve 
learned the ropes. 


Atom-Powered Britain 
The most exciting use of atom-splitting, in 
contrast with its most frightening use. is as a 
source of energy to do m en ’s work. It is of more 
than passing interest that Britian is announc- 
nig officially this week that it now possesses 
an “ atomic industry.” 
Previously it had announced that it was the 
world’s largest exporter of radoiactive-isotopes. 
From the beginning of research into atomic 
possibilities, the British have thought of this 
new source of energy as a replacem ent for its 
depleted coal supplies. 
Atomic research, in Britain, goes back more 
than 25 years. The first disintegration of the 
atom was accomplished by British physicists 
in 1932. It is no surprise that the British gov­ 
ernm ent now is able to claim it is ahead of the 
United States in the industrial use of atomic 
energy. 
Within its reach lies limitless energy which 
can 
be distributed 
throughout 
the 
British 
Isles and shared with other m em bers of the 
Commonwealth. The first successful production 
of electricity for industrial use with an atomic 
reactor will be a m ore significant date than 
July 16, 1945. when the United States exploded 
the first atom ic bomb. 
Britain seem s likely to m ake that announce­ 
ment. too.

“ The above American fatalities 
figure does not represent the total 
num ber of American victims of 
atrocities because m any 
victims 
survived and were either repatriat­ 
ed or in some other m anner found 
their way back to the United N a­ 
tions lines. The conservative esti­ 
m ate of probable American vic­ 
tims as of June 1953, wras 6-113 
which figure is expected 
to 
in­ 
crease when the ‘Big Siwtch’ in<- 
vestigations are completed. 
“ Evidence further show'ed that 
the total num ber of reported civil­ 
ian victims reaches the num ber 
35,459 persons, with 
a 
probable 
verifiable estim ate of 17,354; and 
that the total num ber of reported 
victims 
among 
United 
Nations 
forces (including U n i t e d States 
troops) was 20.785 with a prob­ 
able verifiable estim ate of 11,622.” 
It is a horrible picture and needs 
thinking 
about, 
particularly 
in 
view of the present tendency to 
consider recognition of Communist 
China. 


WHILE IN SOME minds, these 
atrocities are regarded as having 
been com m itted by North Koreans, 
the fact is that North Korea is now 
a fief of Communist China and 
has been completely m astered and 
absorbed. That country m ay be 
regarded as having ceased to exist 
as a 
separate 
and 
independent 
sovereignty. 
These are the conclusions of the 
Potter subcommittee; 
(I). The North Korean and Chi­

guilty of the following war crimes

VIRTUALLY every provis­ 
ion of the Geneva Convention gov­ 
erning the treatm ent of w'ar pris­ 
oners was purposely violated or 
ignored by the North Korean and 
Chinese forces. 
(4). More than 5.000 American 
prisoners of w ar died because of 
Communist 
w ar 
atrocities 
and 
m ore than a thousand who sur­ 
vived were victims of w ar crimes. 
(5). Several thousand American 
soldiers who have not been re­ 
patriated were 
victims 
of 
w ar 
crim es, died in action, or are pres­ 
ently confined behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain. 
(6). Communist forces violated 
the ‘Little Switch A greem ent’ by 
failing to repatriate the sick and 
wounded prisoners in accordance 
with the Panm unjom Truce. 
(7). The Communists in Korea. 
by false propaganda, have attem pt­ 
ed to 
inaccurately 
portray 
the 
treatm ent accorded by 
them 
to 
Am erican prisoners of w ar.” 


THE ONLY 
m oral 
conclusion 
possible, in view of this report, is 
that the North Koreans and Chi­ 
nese Communists ought to be de­ 
clared outlaw nations by the Unit­ 
ed Nations. 
Despite these atrocities, there is 
a persistent 
m ovem ent 
in 
this 
country to influence public opinion 
to recognize Communist China. 
The basis for such a movem ent 
is the British assumption 
t h a t 
Com munist China is an undeniable 
fact, that we shall all have to deal 
with that country sooner or later, 
and that therefore we might as 
well get on with it. 
This position evades every moral 
consideration.

President Eisenhower has bal­ 
anced the cash budget. The gov­ 
ernm ent will take in m ore cash 
than it will spend for the year 
beginning July I next. 
This is an achievem ent of m ajor 
im portance, not m erely to the tax­ 
payers of America 
but 
to 
the 
world in which the integrity of 
the dollar plays a principal role 
today. 
The details of a budget are com ­ 
plex and the methods by w'hich 
the federal government keeps its 
books are wholly unlike those of 
private business. Capital outlays 
and loans are

In the *pring of 1865 a young minister took 
his seat on the pulpit of the Second Baptist 
Church at Rochester. N. Y. About to preach his 
trial sermon 
before a new congregation, 
he

sive song. Over in the book his hand stopped. 
His eyes widened. Then he smiled. His wife must 
have played a prank on him. His thoughts went 
back to a night three years earlier. 
Pf was March 26. 1862. The nation was in tur­ 
moil. The War-Between-the-States had swung into 
Its tragic stride. Abraham Lincoln had not yet 
Issued his Emancipation Proclamation and no­ 
body knew what the blood-shed was all about . . . 
nor where the struggle might lead. Everywhere 
people were praying for Divine guidance. In Phil­ 
adelphia the son of the Governor of New Hamp­ 
shire made a talk before a group that had gath­ 
ered at the First Baptist Church for prayer.

The next morning Mrs. Giir.ore was up ahead 
of her husband. She took the paper with IU 
verses bat said nothing Gilmore forgot it com­ 
pletely. Mrs Gilmore sent the poem to t Baptist 
periodical. Composer William Bradbury retd it, 
set it to music and published it in his hymnal. 
"The Golden Cencer." 
At Rochester when Joseph Gilmore. D D. stopped 
his hand on a page in the hymnal his thoughts 
went back to that night in Philadelphia when he 
talked from the text "He Leadeth me beside th# 
still waters.’* At any rate, he wanted to hear 
how a hymn sounded that he had written, so b t 
asked the congregation to sing . . .
